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SCHOOL REPORT. 


In compliance with the laws, the school board respectfully 
submits the following report: 

It is customary for business firms and organizations gener- 
ally, once a year at least, to take a retrospective view, to examine 
the work of the past year, criticise its methods and sum up re- 
sults; if failures have been made, endeavor to ascertain the 
causes, and in future avoid them; if successes have been scored, 
note the methods, and continue. 

By looking back upon the work of the past year, your board 
sees much of failure, and we are sure of much success, which may 
not all be apparent at once, but is quite sure to bear fruit in the 
near future. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

The town has been very liberal on the line of appropriations 
for school purposes, and it has reason to expect profitable returns, 
and we believe these expectations are being justified, but we do 
not think it best to attempt retrenchment on this line. 

It may become necessary to place another school in the un_ 
occupied room under Town Hall, and possibly another assistant 
in high school, and the school terms should not be much short- 


ened. 
SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


We are proud of our new brick school building, and right here 
we would suggest that you give it some appropriate name. It is 
better than we had reason to expect; the heating, ventilating, and 
dry closet systems are doing satisfactory work. You have some 
other buildings which are neat and comfortable, while others are 
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just the opposite. The Tilton Hill house is notoriously bad, and 
_ should be moved across the street and extensively repaired at 
once. The Berry road house should be reseated, painted, and 
brick foundation laid. Others should be painted, whitewashed, 
etc., and, before leaving this part of our subject, we would suggest 
that a little more care and money expended to make all pleas- 
ant and attractive in and about our schoolhouses would be a good 
investment, by engendering in the pupils a desire for neatness and 
a love for the beautiful which would tend to elevate and refine the 
moral and intellectual tone of the rising generation. 


TEACHERS. 


_ An important factor in a school is the teacher; much, not’ev- 
erything, depends on the teacher. Realizing this fact, your board 
has spared no efforts to place good teachers, and we have a very 
satisfactory corps, but it might be invidious to particularize. We 
have tried to avoid changes unless it seemed necessary for the in- 
terest of the school; we have shown no favoritism, and have en- 
deavored to act impartially, and, having elected teachers we have 
acted on the belief that it is our duty to stand by and assist them 
in their work. ‘The duties of the teacher are arduous, often trying 
and thankless, and frequently made more so by the unkind and 
hostile criticism of those who have no personal knowledge of the 
matters in question, and right here we wish to recommend to pa- 
rents and friends that they give a little more personal attention to 
school work, so they might be able to give an intelligent opinion 
or advice, which would be rather more satisfactory to an inquiring 
public than the same formed from hearsay, or from their own pre- 
conceived and distorted notions. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


Our high school, under the very efficient leadership of Profes- 
sor and Mrs. Safford, is rapidly attaining a high point of excellence, 
already rivalling older and larger schools. - You are no longer com- 
pelled to send your children out of town to fit them for college, or 
for the ordinary work of life. Wehope that parents more gener-. 
ally will avail themselves of this long-wished-for opportunity to ed- 
ucate their children, and not, as is altogether too common, put 
them at work when they scarcely know the multiplication table.

The intellectual ‘standard of our community should be el- 
evated, and it can be done through our public schools, by mak- 
ing them profitable and attractive, by giving them an apprecia- 
tive and helpful word, by encouraging our children to continue 
and complete the course of study. 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


Following the example of other and well managed school 
districts, your board appointed Prof. A. L. Safford superintend- 
ent of schools, who should have direct supervision of the daily 
work of the schools, and occasionally, as deemed necessary, re- 
port progress and recommendations. The results have already 
shown that the action was wise. Professor Safford has not had 
time to do justice to the position, yet he has been able to put 
himself somewhat in touch w-th the various schools, and by his 
enthusiasm and knowiedge of modern methods has given them 
an impetus which, if continued, will in the near future place 
them on a very satisfactory footing. 


COURSE OF STUDY. 


A course of study has been prepared by Professor Safford, 
and adopted by the board, which gives a uniform grade from 
primer to graduation, avoiding unpleasant and hindersome jars 
in passing from one room to next higher. The test for promo- 
tion is placed at 70, which is low, but the board thought it wise 
not to make it higher just now. While it is often unpleasant 
for the board to enforce this task, it must be done, as justice 
to all. We invite the cheerful co-operation of parents and 
guardians in harmoniously carrying out this most important and 
necessary measure.
